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Vote Bitterness to Haunt Nixon

running bitterness that will make it harder than ever 
for President Nixon to govern his divided nation. 


Never before in modern 
times had- a president fol- 
lowed such a hard line against 
his political opponents in an 
election in which the White 
House was not at stake—and 
never had a president enraged 
them as hg-clid in the last few 
months, 

The returns frorn Tuesday's

Rare Finds 
On Voyage 


An 1l-monthy research voyage 
around North and South Ameri- 
ca has returned with some 
marine specimens so rare they 
have not yet been classified, one 
of the scientists involved said 
here Tuesday. 

Dr, E.G. Boustietd; chi 
zoologist at the National Mu- 
seum of National Sciences, told 
about 100 persons at University 
of Victoria the voyage by the 
research vessel CSS Hudson 
“exceeded all expectations.” 

The Hudson, based atthe 
Bedford Institute of Ocean- 
ography at Dartmouth, N.S., 
left Halifax last November. It 
returned iast month. 

Bousfield said research in the 
Cape Horn area off South 
America, was the first major 
expedition there since the time 
of Darwin, He showed slides 
and a film of the area in which 
thie rare marine specimens had 
been found. 

The expedition was-sponsored 
by the marine services branch 
of the. federal energy, mines 
lane resources department. In- 
lvolved were 130 scientists from 
VErIOUSs countries.

Be Sure and Save Those Leaves 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


Small-ehildren- and young animals show us the way fallen 
leaves should be enjoyed. Why should the rest of us think of a 
detached teat-as-something- untidy? ta there more-behind it, 
an unconsclous resentment of the fall sea- 
son and the inevitable coming of winter? 
As a sign that our minds are still young 
in thought we think of several. reasans of 
conserving fallen leaves for future use 
Burning them in smouldering heaps has 
only one good thing fragrance of the 
amoke, If we were curing pork or bacon 
t perhaps the burning could be justified 
Otherwise it-is like burning our most prized

You'll need to anchor them from blowing winds. Lay + 
aside # burrow of- your good soil, As leaves are dumped, 
scatter soll over them and for good measure turn the hose on 
fo dampen the soil if rain is not forecast for the immediate 
future : 

A temporary. and effective anchor for leaf heaps while 
still raking when wind is blowing is a sizeable length of one 
or two-inch mesh chicken wire. 

A rock, stone or brick will keep the edges in place, or a
